The reply filed on 07/23/2008 is not fully responsive to the prior OFFICE ACTION of 06/24/2008 because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): Although Examiner acknowledges within Applicant's restriction requirement response filed on 07/23/2008 
that Applicant has elected Group I, without traverse, examination is precluded by Examiner because Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species (i.e. elect either an instantly claimed one isolated flavanoid derived from Ginkgo biloba 
or elect an instantly claimed extract of Ginkgo biloba enriched in said flavanoids) for prosecution on the merits to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. In Applicant's restriction requirement response to the prior 
OFFICE ACTION of 06/24/2008, Applicant did not elect either an instantly claimed one isolated flavanoid derived from Ginkgo 
biloba or an instantly claimed extract of Ginkgo biloba enriched in said flavanoids. Therefore, in order for Applicant's restriction 
requirement response to be fully responsive, Applicant is required to elect either an instantly claimed one isolated flavanoid derived 
from Ginkgo biloba or an instantly claimed extract of Ginkgo biloba enriched in said flavanoids.
